when the country became inde~ 
pendent in 1947, provided for 
the cstditishment of a Karen 
State within the Union. 

Becnuse of the dimculty in 
determining o satisfactory boun- 
decry thls Karen State thas never 
been established, 

Fighting first flared up in 
August, 1948, whon th: rebels 
seized the Mawchl mming area

Hindu Pilgrims come to wash away their sins 


ELEPHANTS AND TRAINS 
BRING 10 MILLION 
TO BATHE IN THE GANGES 


Allahabad, Jan. 19. 
Nearly 10,000,000 pilgrims, including ““Sadhus,”’ and ‘‘San- 

yasis,"’ (monks), from all over India are expected here before 

March to bathe in the waters of the Ganges, the Hindu sacred 


river. 


For, from January 14 until March 3, the Kumbh Mela, the great 
Hindu religious bathing Festival, which takes place only every 12 years, 
is being held at the confluence of the rivers Ganges, Jamuna and the in- 
visible Saraswati, near here. 

Among distinguished pilgrims will he Dr Rajendra Prasad, India’s 
President, and Mr Jawaharlal Nehru, the Prime 
Governors, and a number of Central and State Ministers. Some foreign 
Ambassadors are also expected to visit the Festival. 


Shortage Of 
Teachers 
And Schools 


In France 


Paris, Jan. 19. 

When 150,000 French school

Exchequer can find funds to pay 
for throm. . 
In Paris. alone, 160 posts for 
science teachers are vacant, be- 
cause most science ‘graduates 
refuse academic jobs which 
offer salnries {rom one-third to 
one-quarter of what they can 
expect to carn In industry. 

Present salary scales range 
from 27,000 frances (£27) a 
month for o provincial teacher 
too maximum of 150,000 
francs (£180) a month for the 
head of o university faculty, or 
about half their 1014 level in 
terms of purchasing power. 

- ACCENTUATED 

Proposals to extend the 
school-leaving age from 14 to 18 
wilt further accentuate the 
shortage of teachers, /f they are 
approved by Parllament. 

The teachers argue that they 
are entitled to the 10 per cent 
wage. increase granted last 
October to state-employed 
lawyers who arc on the same 
salary scale as themselves, But 
the Education Minister, M. 
Andre Marie, himself the son 
of a schoolteacher, hos explained 
that the Increase which, if con- 
fined to the Inwyers would cost 
only 800 million francs (about 
£800,000) a yenr, would put up 
the Government's wage bill by 
almost 7,000: million francs 
(about 27 million) If extended 
to teachers. t

seven self-contained — sectors, 
Each sector is equipped with a 
hospital, ond there are also 
social and religious centres. 

Six pontoon bridges have 
been built across the river and

Lloyds Register.

Includes an estimated 13,000,000 
tons In the reserve ficet, fell by 
8,000 tons during the yeur. 


Britaln’a Merchant ficet_ feil 
by 40,000 tons to 18,584,000 
fons during the year, Canada’s 
fleet also fell by 40,000 tens le 
1,652,000 tons. 


The total Britlsh Commen- 
wealth Merchant flcet, however, 
{nereased by 29,000 ton. 
22,356,000 tons, 


The world tota) incrensed by 
3,171,000 tons to 93,352,000 tons. 

Largest tnerease were shown 
by Liberia (up by 536,000 tons), 
Jnpan (463,000 tons), Norway 
(357,000 tons), Germany (352,- 
000 tons) and Sweren (244,000 
tons). 


TANKERS 


Ql tankers accounted for 80 
per cent of all ships between 
15.000 and 20,000 tone under 
five years of age. They = re- 
presented 708 per cent of all 
ships between 10,000 and 
15,000 tons under ten years old. 


The world tolal of oil tankers 
inereased by 1,975,000 tons from 
1952 to o total oft 21,964,000 tons 
or 24 per cent of all steamships 
and motorships.

Djakarta, Jan. 19. 

At least 68 persons were, 
killed and 145 others in- 
jured when the Merapi 
volcano in East Céntral 
Java erupted in streams of 
molten lava yesterday, the 
Indonesian news agency 
Antara reported today. 


Revised casualty Ngures listed 
37 killed and 668 Injured in the 
village of Pakean . in the 
Bojolaji area. Six more deaths 
were reported ‘from Djecakoh 
near the top of the volcano’s 
northeastern slope,‘ raising that 
vjilage’s * death toll to 31. At 
Jeast 79 persons were Injured in 
Djerakah. 

‘The eruption, also teok a toll 
of some 5U0 head of Ilvestock, 
about 100-houses In the area 
were destruyed and 140 hectares
